The act is 
framed to prevent gambling, gaming 
wagering or betting of any kind, or 
throwing of dice in or upon any pre- 
mises used a8 .a poo) room, or the 
posting up in any euch place of any 
bet, It also prohibits swearing in- 
pool rooms and states that no drunk- | 
en person shall be allowed in them. | 
By an important amendment to the 
act made by the committee, the bill | 
will alao apply to private clubs and 
to billiard rooms in Young Men's | 
Christian Associations or kindred in- 
stitutions. 

Its application to clubs may again 
he changed however before it is fin- 
ally passed, |

Had Many Complaints. 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell, attorney-gen- | 
‘eral, said the bill was based on in- | 
formation which haa come to the de- | 
partment from time to time, and | 
Was the result of the experience of | 
those who had to deal with such | 
aaatters, More complaints had reach- 
ed the department In respect to pool 
rooms than in regard to any other 
class ‘of amusement’ or’ business car- 
ried on in the province, and it had 
been decided that some regulations 
must be imposed. One of the chief 
causes of Complaint was that there 
was a great deal of gambling carried 
on, (Hear, hear). 

Harold Riley, Gleichen: The bill 
does not disable a man from making 
a bet, only he must not make it upon 
the premises of the pool room. 

Bramley-Moore explained that he 
was not a frequenter of pool rooms, 
but it seemed to him:that while bets 
might be made in the houses of pri- 
vate peoplé who had billiard tables, 
they prevented the ordinary man | 
from doing the same thing, 

Clause Passed.

crease of 669 miles at the end of June 
last, the periad covered by the repor:.

Of» this 1,578 
miles were in actual operation at that 


| date, though not formally declared to 


be so by the railway commission, In 
the year $118,391,514 was added to 
the capital liabilitwof the railrcads, of 
which $61,650,300 was in stock and 
$56,741,214 in funded debt, The cap- 
ital liability is $1,528,689,201, or $55.-
